his execution by a patrol of non- 
commissioned officers and six men. 


He was told to dress and was then 


taken to a room where the decision 
of the soviet council was communi- 
cate to him 
He was informed the 


execution would be carried out in 
two hours.

The former emperor, it is added, 


received the ' announcement of the 
sentence of death with great calm-* 
ness. He returned to his bed room 
"and collapsed Tn a chair. After a few 
minutes he asked for a priest with 
whom he was allowed to remain un- 
attended.

When the escort arrived to take 


him to the place of execution, Nich- 
olas attempted to rise from his -chair 
but was not able. The priest and a 
soldier^ were obliged to help him get 
to his feet.

When he 


jumped the parachute opened per- 
fectly and bore him gently to the 
ground where he landed unharmed. 
This is the first time that an avia- 
tor has jumped from a machine with 
a parachute.

Such cases—not unknown in civil 
life but exceedingly rare—are vry 
common among these shell-shock pa- 
tients, and may last for months after 
they have been sent home 


Sometimes the mental state is not 


one of obscured consciousness, but 
ratner of excitement. 
The mind is 


continually on the qui vive for sights 
and sounds. 
The man starts and 


runs automatically 
at any noise, 


jumps or twitches like one with St. 
Vitus' dance, or trembles like one 
with shaking palsy. 
Such a man 


cannot sleep, or, if he does, wakes 
suddenly with dreams or visions of 
horrid sights and sounds—starts up 
in a tremble, with everv sisn of in- 
tense alarm, and in a semi-conscious 
state fights all ivho try to calm or 
restrain him. 
He may have vivid 


hallucinations, seeing the sights of 
trench or battle just as if they were 
going on about him. and manifesting 
all the emotional effects which these 
sights would ordinarily awaken. A 
Canadian who had suffered thus, and 
had apparently recovered, was stand 
ing on city hall steps at a recent par- 
ade when an automobile tire sud- 
denly burst with a sound like a gun. 
He immediately lost all control of 
himself, ran shouting through the 
crowd, fought the police who tried

CITY'S FIRST AND LAST FALL 


Siege and Capture On* of thr 


Spectacular 8tori«a of th» 


Old TetUnwnt 


On the morning of Washington's 


birthday Gen, Sir B. H. AUenby's Au* 
trulian troopers rode as conquerors 
Into a little village of huts, noted geo- 
graphically as being the city of low- 
est elevation on earth, and in Biblical 
history as . being the scene of the 
Promised Land, observes the Minne-* 
apolls Journal. 


In the Canaanlte days Jericho was 


a fortified city, commanding both the 
lower ford of the Jordan and the route 
leading up to the highlands of Judea. 
The story of Its siege nnd capture and 
the destruction of its population Is one 
of the spectacular stories of the Old 
Testament, which contrasts strongly 
with Its gentle seizure by a Christian 
army In a year of our Lord thirty-five 
centuries later. 
. According to the Old Testament 
story, the city was left desolate with 
a curse from Joshua upon the man who 
should attempt to/rebuild'It And 1 
Is related that Hlel, the Bethellte. who 
did rebuild it. lost his two sods In the 
construction of the wall as punlshmen 
for his.temerity. 


It was at Jericho thnt Joshua InstI 


.tuted his campaign of 
frightfulness 


upon his enemies; and It was on the 
Jericho road leading up to the Judeah 
highlands thnt Jesus laid the scene of 
the story of the Good Samaritan who 
gave first aid • to a wounded enemy. 
The advance from Joshua to Jesus in 
the human Ideal of .duty toward one's 
enemies is the very measure of the 
spread between the Ideals of Hinden- 
burg and Allenby on the same ques- 
tion.

This war Is fundamentally a con- 


flict between the Ideals of modern 
brotherhood and ancient overlordship;
